layers and layers of wooden ob- 
jects below the deck. 
"I am sure we will find statutes 


of Cbeop 
and sailors, together 


with furniture and other equipment 
which the ancients used to put in 
magic boats to follow the parade 
of the sun across the sky to eternal 
life." 


El MaUakh said there are two 


great "solar boats," covered with 
huge slabs of limestone, carved 
into the bedrock in a line running 
parallel to the southern side of the 
Great Pryamid'and 25 yards from 
its base. 


Mustafa Amer, director of the 


Egyptian archeological department 
and well-known authority on an- 
cient Egypt, said the find "is un- 
doubtedly a discovery of transcend- 
ant importance. It should provide 
us with a lost hnk in the history of 
Cheops."

BEGINNINGS 
Beginnings are alw ays in terest­ 
ing. This applies to the lives of 
m en and wom en, to inventions, to 
first w ritings, by au th o rs who later 
becam e fam ous, 
and 
to 
alm ost 
everything in life. I often stop in 
m y city and stand w ith a crowd 
who w atch the processes by which 
a g reat building is constructed. 


I once visited the reconstructed 
Edison work laboratory at G reen­ 
field Village, in D earborn. M ichi­ 
gan. The last surviving assistant 
to Edison spent hours in showing 
m e scores of inventions by that 
g rea t inventor, especially those in 
th eir first states. I w as am azed by 
the great num ber of beginnings 
that later added to the com fort 
and use of all m ankind. 


Im agine, for exam ple, all th a t 
has been developed since the first 
wheel w as introduced. H enry Ford 
in his g reat M useum 
at 
D ea r­ 
born has exhibited thousands of 
beginnings, and at no place in the 
w’orld can so m uch be seen. 
Mr. 
F o rd 
spparently 
w ss 
fascinated 
w ith beginnings, for he spent m il­ 
lions to gather them and put them 
into his m useum for anyone to see 
and study. 
I once read an inspiring poem by 
the late Don M arquis, in w hich he 
said that he w as "full of new be­ 
ginnings.” T hat should be a ch a r­ 
acteristic of us all. N ever should

Boudreau, the fans became dis- 
gruntled. They had been accus- 
tomed to perfection, and Boone, 
with only 110 games of shortstop 
experience, couldn't produce for 
them. 


So on June 15. 1953, the Indians 


traded him to the Tigers as part— 
then a seemingly small part—of an 
eight-player deal. ,As it turned out, 
it was one of the best trades the 
Detroit organization ever made. 


With Harvey Kuenn a fixture at 


shortstop. Tiger 
Manager Fred 


Hutchinson coaxed Boone into mov- 
ing over to third base. Immediately, 
he became a changed ball player. 


Relaxed and no longer hindered 


by the shortstop pressure, Boone 
slugged the ball at a torrid clip and 
led the Tigers out of the basement 
and into sixth place. 


Saved Manager, Too 


He may have saved Hutchinson's 


Job as manager, too. Before he 
came to the Tigers, there was doubt 
about Hutchinson's future. But the 
rise fi'om last place to sixth earned 
Hutchinson a new contract. 


Boone batted .302 in 101 games 


for Detroit, driving in 93 runs and 
hitting 22 home runs. He had hit 
a mere .241 for Cleveland, with only 
four home runs and 21 rbi's.

my city and stand with a crowd 
who watch the processes by which 
a great building is constructed. 


I once visited the reconstructed 


Edison work laboratory at Green- 
field Village, in Dearborn. Michi- 
gan. 
The last surviving assistant 


to Edison spent hours in showing 
me scores of inventions by that 
great inventor, especially those in 
their first states. I was amazed by 
the great number of beginnings 
that later added to the comfort 
and use of all mankind. 


Imagine, for example, all that 


has been developed since the first 
wheel was introduced. Henry Ford 
in his great Museum at Dear- 
born has exhibited thousands of 
beginnings, and at no place in the 
world can so much be seen. Mr. 
FOT& apparently was fascinated 
with beginnings, for he spent mil- 
lions to gather them and put them 
into his museum for anyone to see 
and study. 


I once read an inspiring poem by 


the late Don Marquis, in which he 
said that he was "full of new be- 
ginnings." That should be a char- 
acteristic of us all. Never should 


i we sneer at any beginning, no 


j matter how crude. The beginnings 
of Abraham IJncoln were of the 
simplest sort, nursed in hunger, 
privations, and discouragements, 
but he was forever-entering upon 
a new beginning that lifted him to 
higher ground, and finally to the 
most exalted office in the world! 


From nature we have borrowed 


many a beginning 
and process 


which has brought happiness and 
prosperity to millions of people. 
Science and medicine have creat- 
ed miracles that have given to 
civilization things undreamed in 
former years. We cannot honor 
the pioneer too^greatly. His motto 
has always been — You Can!

Could Be Called Later 


Now,

over and McCarthy resumes his 
role as chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, he can call Hensel before 
lira and quiz him to his heart's 
content. 


In that situation Hensel couldn't 


cross-examine McCarthy. No one 
can cross-examine a- committee 
chairman. F u r t h e r , if Hensel 
brought his attorney along to such 


session, McCarthy could,forbid 


the lawyer to ask a single question 
or make a statement. He has done 
that before with others. 


And if McCarthy, when he re- 


sumes the chairmanship, doesn't 
call Hensel up before him, report- 
ers are sure to ask him why in 
view of what he already has said 
about the assistant secretary. 


Hensel Wt£ A Principal 


On April 21, the day before the 


hearings began, McCarthy issued 
a 46-point bill of particulars an- 
swering charges made against 
him and his staff by Secretary of 
the Army Robert T. Stevens and 
Army Counselor John G. Adams.

— until the subcommittee dis- 
missed Hensel yesterday — the 
principals in the case against Mc- 
Carthy, his counsel Roy Conn and 
Francis P. Carr, chief of his In- 
vestigating staff.

McCarthy said his staff had been 


investigating Hensel himself and 
had "confirmed" a "serious "alle- 
gation" against the assistant sec- 
retary of defense. The senator said 
that Hensel,' in the top procure- 
ment post of the Navy during 
World War n, drew large sums of 
money from a ship's. supply firm 
which was operating with govern- 
ment priorities. Hensel vigorously 
denied any wrongdoing.

REPORTER FOR 
CHICAGO PAPER 
IS RE-INDICTED 


WASHINGTON UP) — The U.S. 


Court of Appeals today reinstated 
an indictment accusing Ray Bren- 
dan, Chicago Sun-Times reporter, 
of posing as a government officer 
to get secret Senate Crime Com- 
mittee testimony. 


The indictment had been dis- 


missed by U.S. Dist. Judge Charles 
F. McLaughlin. 


Judge McLaughlin ruled that a 


statement made voluntarily by 
Brennan to John L. Burling, coun- 
sel for the committee, could not 
be used as government evidence 
against Brennan. 


The committee, headed by Sen. 


Kefauver (D-Tenn), made a long 
investigation of organized inter- 
state crime, with emphasis on 
gambling. 


The testimony Brennan got was 


that of Dan (Tubbo) Gilbert, at 
the time the Democratic candidate 
for sheriff of Cook County, HI. It 
related how Gilbert bad amassed 
a fortune in,, wagering on-snorting 
events. 


Candidates Loses 


In the November, 1950, election 


shortly after the testimony was 
published, Gilbert was badly beat- 
en in Cook county, normally heav- 
ily Democratic. 


Brennan was accused of posing 


as a member of 'the staff of the 
Kefauver committee hi order to 
get the testimony from the offi- 
cial reporters wSo took it down in 


an executive session. 


The Court of Appeals, in a unan- 


imous decision written by Judge 
Charles Fahy, 
disagreed 
with 


Judge McLaughlin's ruling that the 
government was barred from using 
Brannan's voluntary statement to 
Burling. The statement was given 
in Washington, Nov. 16, 1950, short- 
ly after the Sun-Times" had pub- 
lished Gilbert's testimony. 


In proceedings before Judge 


McLaughlia, government lawyers 
said the only evidence they had to 
support the indictment consisted 
of Brennan's unsworn statements 
before Burling. 


Under the law, testimony before 


either the House or Senate, "or be- 
fore" any committee of either, may 
not be used as evidence in a pros- 
ecution of a criminal case except 
for perjury. The issue thus turned 
on whether Brennan made his 
statements to a committee.

REPORTER FOR 
CHICAGO PAPER 
IS RE-INDICTED 


WASHINGTON m — The U S 
Court of Appeals today reinstated 
an indictment accusing Ray Bren­ 
nan, Chicago Sun-Times reporter, 
of posing as a government officer 
to get secret Senate Crime Com­ 
mittee testimony. 
The indictment had been dis­ 
missed by US. Dist. Judge Charles 
F. McLaughlin. 
Judge McLaughlin ruled that a 
statement 
made 
voluntarily 
by 
Brennan to John L. Burling, coun­ 
sel for the committee, could not 
be used as government evidence 
against Brennan. 
The committee, headed by Sen. 
Kefauver <D-Tenn», made a long 
Investigation of organized inter­ 
state crime, 
with emphasis on 
gambling. 
The testimony Brennan got was 
that of Dan (Tubbo) Gilbert, at 
the time the Democratic candidate 
for sheriff of Cook County, 111. It 
related how Gilbert had amassed 
a fortune in wagering on* sporting 
events. 
C andidates Loses

shortly after the testimony was 
published. Gilbert was badly beat­ 
en in Cook county, normally heav­ 
ily Democratic. 
Brennan was accused of posing 
as a member of the staff of the

McLaughlin, government lawyers 
said the only evidence they had to 
support the indictment consisted 
of Brennan’s unsworn statements 
before Burling. 
Under the law, testimony before 
either the House or Senate, or be­ 
fore any committee of either, may 
not be used as evidence In a pros- 
j edition of a criminal case except 
for perjury. The issue thus turned 
on whether 
Brennan made his 
statements to a committee.

HANOI. Indochina (*^-A "little 


Dien Bien Phu" battle was shap- 
ing up today In the vital Red River 
Delta just 30 miles south of this 
war capital for the French Union 
forces 


The French high command an' 


notmced thousands of Communist- 
led Vietminh regular troops were 
besieging the post of Yen Phu, 
guarding the gateway into the big 
rice marketing and road Junction 
town of Phu Ly. 


As at Dien Bien Phu, the rebels 


after each heavy barrage of fire 
burrowed steadily closer la feveP 
ishly dug trenches. Toe Vietminh, 
estimated in a strength of 12 bat- 
talions, have kept Yen Phu encir- 
cled for a fortnight. 


Like Dien Bien Phu, it is being 


supplied solely by air. French 
fighters and bombers are hitting 
heavily at the Vietminh in the 
trenches and their bases in the 
nearby hills. 


Rebel pressure was stepped up 


on the broad arc% forming the 
southern defenses of the Delta rice 
bowl. 


The buildup appears to* be aim- 


ing toward eventual assault on Phu 
Ly, which lies on the main high- 
way connecting Hanoi "with the 
Tonkin Gulf port of Haiphong 
through which passes the bulk of 
American-supplied weapons and 
other war materiel.

The Danforth.* agree that the 
most Impressive feature of Gettys­ 
burg has been "extreme progressive­ 
ness, and the friendliness of it* in­ 
habitants,” to which Mrs. Danforth 
amended, “and its newspaper.

MEDIRIDIAN, Miss. 
UP)—Adi a 
Stevenson declared last night that 
what he termed President Eisen­ 
hower’s reluctance to defend his 
executive passion and the “shame 
ful spectacle” of the Army-Mc- 
Carthy hearings were symptoms of 
a constitutional crisis in American 
government. 
Stevenson

that what he 
called the President’s “reluctance 
to man the barricades of his of­ 
fice” and resist what the Demo­ 
cratic leader described aa “con 
gressional encroachments” against 
his rights had left the Republican 
party with “ as many wings as a 
boardinghouse chicken.”

Court of Appeals today reinstated 
an indictment accusing Ray Bren- 
nan, Chicago Sun-Times reporter, 
of posing as a government officer 
to get secret Senate Crime Com- 
mittee testimony. 


The indictment had been dis- 


missed by U.S. Dist. Judge Charles 
F. McLaughlin. 


Judge McLaughlin ruled that a 


statement made voluntarily by 
Brennan to John L. Burling, coun- 
sel for the committee, could not 
be used as government evidence 
against Brennan. 


The committee, headed by Sen. 


Kefauver (D-Tenn), made a long 
investigation of organized inter- 
state crime, with emphasis on 
gambling.

for sheriff of Cook County, HI. It 
related how Gilbert had amassed 
a fortune in,, wagering on* sporting 
events.

Fahy,

Evidence In Afghan 


, KABUL. Afghanistan (AV-Where 
did man first domesticate sheep and 
goats? A Philadelphia anthropol­ 
ogist, Dr. Carlton Stevens Coon, is 
searching ruins of early Afghan 
civilizations for the answer. 
Dr. Coon said his expedition to 
Iran in 1951 established that goats 
and sheep were domesticated as 
early as 6,500 to 6.000 years before 
Christ. Deposits of bones showed 
that herders had domesticated the 
animals, the scientist said. 
His 
findings, he explained, were based 
on the ratio of the homes of young 
animals to mature ones. 
“Where the ancient people were 
hunters only, bone deposits reveal 
almost 
wholly mature 
animals,’’ 
said Dr. Coon. “When man ad­ 
vanced from hunting to herding, the 
ratio changed to about 25 per cent 
young animals. When civilization 
went from herding to the growing 
of cereal crops the ratio of young 
to mature animals jumped to ap­ 
proximately 50 per cent each.”

HANOI. Indochina (*—A "little 


Dien Biea Phu" battle was shap- 
ing up today In the vital Red River 
Delta just 30 miles south of this 
war capital for the French Union 
forces 


The French high command an- 


nounced thousands of Communist- 
led Vietminh regular troops were 
besieging the post of Yen Phu. 
guarding the gateway into the big 
rice marketing and road junction 
town of Phu Ly. 


As at Dien Bien Phu, the rebels 


after tach heavy barrage of fire 
burrowed steadily closer in fevdl 
ishly dug trenches. The Vietminh, 
estimated in a strength of 12 bat- 
talions, have kept Yea Pfcu eacir- 
cled for a fortnight. 


Like Dien Bien Phu. rt Is being 


supplied solely by air. French 
fighters and bombers are hitting 
heavily at the Vietminh hi the 
trenches and their bases la the 
nearby hills.

, KABUI* Afghanistan <#>—Where 
did man first domesticate sheep and 
goats? A Philadelphia anthropol- 
ogist. Dr. Carlton Stevens Coon, is 
searching ruins of early Afghan 
civilizations for the answer. 


Dr. Coon said his expedition to 


Iran in 1931 established that goats 
and sheep were domesticated as 
early as 6,500 to 6,000 years before 
Christ. Deposits of bones showed 
that herders had domesticated the 
animals, the scientist said. His 
findings, he explained, were based 
on the ratio of the homes of young 
animals to mature ones. 


"Where the ancient people were 


hunters only, bone deposits reveal 
almost 
wholly mature 
animals," 


said Dr. Coon. "When man ad- 
vanced from hunting to herding, the 
ratio changed to about 25 per cent 
young animals. When civilization 
went from herding to the growing 
of cereal crops the ratio of vouns 
to mature animals jumped to ap- 
proximately 50 per cent each."

FORMER STATE 
SUPREME COURT 
JUSTICE DIES 


PHILADELPHIA W—Grover C. 
Ladner, 
former 
State 
Supreme 
Court justice and one of the state’s 
leading conservationists, died in 
University Hospital last night after 
a long illness. He was 69. 
A native of Philadelphia and a 
lawyer since 1906, Justice Ladner 
was judge 
of the 
Philadelphia 
Orphans Court from 1937 until July. 
1950, when he was appointed to 
the Supreme Court by then Gov. 
Jam es H. Duff. 
* 
In the 1951 Democratic prim aries 
Ladner was defeated for a full 
term nomination to the bench by 
Justice Michael A. Musmanno, de­ 
spite the fact that he had the sup­ 
port of the state Democratic or­ 
ganization. Musmanno was elected 
in November. 
Worked For Conservation 
After leaving the court he devoted 
most of his time to pushing con­ 
servation policies and practicing 
law. Several months ago, Demo­ 
cratic leaders announced they were 
considering Ladner for the party’s 
gubernatorial nomination for the 
1954 general election. 
He was an ardent outdoorsman 
and headed numerous sporting and 
conservation groups. He was gen­ 
erally considered as the originator 
of the state’s pure stream s laws. 
He 
also 
drafted the General 
State Authority Act. the Housing 
Authority Act. the Municipal Au­ 
thority Act, the Flood Control Act 
and the Game Code while serving 
as a deputy state attorney general 
befor# election to the Orphans 
Court. 
He w’as 
a 
founder and first 
president of the Pennsylvania Fed­ 
eration of Sportsmen’s Clubs and 
was a past president of the Phila­ 
delphia Chapter of the Izaak Walton 
League.

worked out by the first president of 
the firm. Louis, who died in 1932. 
Today the brothers are making 
dresses for the grandchildren of 
little girls who first wore them back 
in 1914. 


At the main plant of the five fac- 


tories that now make up this chil- 
dren's dress empire, 16 designers 
work on creating new styles for 
fashion-conscious small fry. A suc- 
cessful style sells as many as 48.000 
in one season, at an average retail j 
price of $5. The designers turn out 
300 new each season, or four times 
* year. 


Use Master Patterns 


After the new designs have been 


approved, master patterns are cut 
for each, and these in turn are used 
to cut the fabric for the dresses^- 
2,880 dresses being cut at once on 
k>r.g cutting tables in the Philadel- 
phia 
plant. 
The cutters 
slice 


through hundreds of thicknesses of 
fabric laid out on tables 180 feet 
long, trith electrical Implements 
that resemble small circular saws. 


After the cutting, the fabric is 


sent to another plant for sewing, re- 
turned to the main plan for finish- 
ing, pressing, assorting in size tots 
and shipping.
